Our advice to the tobacco jpt>ver 
la that aa soon the plant is woiretlab' 

lished In its new home the aoil ahould 
be loosened around llie planlB with 
the lioo. If thlB is not done the soil 
forms a bard cru«ton the top that of. 
ton outs the plant off as it grows, 
Care ahould be used not to break the 
plantloose. Tobacoo should be cul 
tivated every eight or most every tm 
days until loo large to get through 
hel ween the rows without brtakiug 
the leaves too niiieh. I Ihink the more 
ibis crop Is worked, if done properly 
and at the right time, the heavier 
and liner the tohaei o seems to be. It is 
one of the crops that does belt if hoed 
a great deal and iiiiglit be termed a 
lined crop. I'loni my expei i inee in 
eiillivaling loliaico I find there Ib a 
eerlain stage in its growth that it 
slmnhl be top|ieil to make the best 
leaf. II you will notice, Ibeflrstfour 
or live leavcsofthe plant are smaller; 
these sliould be taken off. Then after 
the next ten leaves, they grow smaller 
ail llicy near the top. Now to top the 
plant as soon as you can, at ten leaves 
after the Binallcr ones taken olf, we 
have- the best part of the plant. 
Senile growers top the plant at four- 
i. rii In sixtriMi leaves, but from my 
ohsrrvaiion in tliis respec-t I limt to- 
bacco not so heavy or as large a leaf 
hy Ibis plan, liesidcs having more 
leaves to keep wormaoffof and niorc 
leaves Io handle in stripping and oth- 
erwise handling. 

Due atlenlioii must be given to 
worming, destroying all cggB that 
1 an lie found. 'I'iie lliea most usually 
!a\ their e;;t^s on top of the leaf. I 
have not tried it myself, hut some 
liave planted .lamcstowii weed in 
their tohai en tichls and tlicn put lly 
poivon in llie lilossoms with gooii ef- 
tftl. It is more tedious to kei.'p 
small worms oil', hut if lliey aio left 
to firow larger they will Injure the 
the i loks of the leaf greatly. 

A" soon as tlie siiekers are large 
I Hough lotakcoll'hanilily Ihey should 
lie laiieii oll'so that the stieugth of 
Hie riiots may go to the leafc Tobao- 
ej of most varieties willntnanyraelc- 
or four times at t;ie Iraf, but will suck- 
er at the ground until the roots die. 
They luuHt be kept oil uutii the crop 
la cut I hare leA them to grow 
snmetlmot when my crop was late. 
Tliey cause tlie crop to ripi ii earlier, 
which it shoiilil lie to make il cure up 
well ; neither do 1 tbiulc tbey draw aa 
licavily aa the first luokert that oome 
on the plant. 

1 n eii 1 1 i n g tobacco great care shou Id 
ho used in handiiug, for the (luanlity 
will bo I'.oinuwhat according. After 
the dew is dried olf cut as mucii as 
can bo handled with care. I And to- 
hai . 0 does best if well willed before 
I'lillin^' on the stick ; it will lie more 
oily wlicn cured. Hang eight to 
twelve plants on a four-foot illok ac- 
cording to Iho alzQof tobacco. 

'i'ohacco shonlii never lie cut soon 
alter a heavy rain ; il will wasli ihe 
gum oil, ami Iho leaf will be thin 
and weigh light Three or four 
nightk' heavy (lews will make it all 
right. When convenient, it ia hct 
to put the crop in the liarn a^ il i» 
cul arranging the sticks eight iucbes 
apart Uaaves much re-handling, 
which must nccCBsarlly bruise tlie 
leaf some ; heaides, it takns more la- 
lior to put it lirsioii scatlolds. .Some 
prefer ••yellowing" tiieir tobacco on a 
scoflold before putting in the bam, 
but I do not. Tobacco should n it 
hang long in the harii Iiefore I'lj-e is 
under il. As Boon li^ it shows signs 
ofyellowiiig eommcneo liriug, aud 
hero is whore some skill as well as 
knowledge is required. Heavy flros 
should lie put under and not allowed 
to lower much for si.\ or eiglit davs, 
or mil il well cured. After the lire 
once dies dowiiand the tobaeoo comes 
in casi' it is dangerous to Are any 
more. I f hright tobacco is deoirod, 
thc'u till- tohaci'.o Bhuiild get well yel- 
lowed hchire tire is put under it. 

As Hoon as ttbacco ia well cured it 
should ho stripped. I piefer selling 
hefore Chrislinas, if I take a dollar 
less per hniiilicd, ralher than siill It 
lale ill the spring Tobacco loses 
greatly in and out of order. I prefer 
III Fell round rather than sell the trash 
at one price, lugs at another and loaf 
lit another. Sellinif l oiind w ill gi\ e 
tlie best salisfaction as Io the way il 
is classed. 

In stripping make as many grades 
as you have disliiict classes. This is 
linporlani, as inanufaetiirers can mil 
iiandle mixo l tobacco witliout paiuB 
ill soi ling that the farmer onpnt to 
lake and savo to himself the better 
price he ohtains. In rnlling, | iil Iho 
ground leaves in one class- often yon 
will do as well to throw them away 
—Iho worm-eaten and all damaged 
leaves in another class, tho best IcavcN
